As for 
the women, I do not hesitate to say that in the 
East, New York especially, they might be 
taken for French women. It is the same type, 
game gait, same vivacity, same petulance, 
fame amplitude of proportions. The beauty 
of the American women, like that of the men, 
is due much more to the animation of the face 

than that of the form or coloring. The aver- 
age of good looks is very high, indeed. I do 
not remember to have seen one hopelessly 
plain woman during my six months’ ram- 
bie in the States. The American women 
generally enjoy that second youth which nat- 
ure bestows also on numbers of French 
. Women at 40. They bloom out into more ma- 
jestic beauty. The eyes retain their fire and 
luster. The skin does not wrinkle. The 
bands and neck and arms remain firm and 
white. Some of the Americans descend from 
the English; their women do not in- 
berit their forms from their grandmothers, nor 
theirteeth, their hands, nor their feet. I 
have seen in America the daintiest little hands 
and feet in the world. New Yorkers and Bos- 
tonians will have it that Chicago women have 
enormous feet and hands. I was willing to 
believe this up to the day I went to 
Chicago. 1 found the. Ghicago women 
most generally pretty with more 
color than their Eastern sisters, only 
as a rule quite slight—not to say thin. 
That which is lacking in the pretty American 
faces in the East is color and freshness. The 
complexion is pale, and it is only their plump- 
ness which comes to their rescue after 
and prevents them from looking 
faded. Those who remain thin generally fade 
quickly. The complexion becomes the color of 
Whitishebrown paper and wrinkles freely. 
It the American women took more out door 
exercise ; if they would let the outer air pene- 
trate constantly into their rooms; it they gave 
up living in hot- houses, they would have 
some color and their beauty need perhaps 
fear no competition in Europe.’’ 
THE NATIONAL STANDARD. 

“Jonathan admires all that glitters, even that 
Which is not gold.

Would go without her diamonds. Jonathan is

NEW YORK AND BOSTON. 

New York is probably now the most cos- 
mopolitan city in thé world. Boston society 
is less showy than that of New York. The 
women have perhaps less chic, but they have 
more coole in their faces and more repose in 
their manner. English is spoken in Boston 
purer than any that can de heard 
elsewhere inthe North. The voices are less 
harsh, and the nasal language ceases to be 
*varry varry Amarracan.’ I must say that if 
you want to hear in America everything 
American severely criticised you have only to 
to to Boston. There you will hear Boston and 
England praised and America picked 
pieces, ‘Are you an American?’ I once ask 
a gentieman 1 met in New York. ‘Well,’ 
said he, after some hesitation, ‘I’m from 
Boston.’ Fancy being born in Boston and 
obliged to be an Amefican. That's hard. 
The liberty enjoyed by American girls as- 
tonishes the English as much as the liverty of 
the English girl astonishee the French. From 
the age of 18 the American girl is allowed 
almost every liberty.. She takes the others. 
She can travel alone, go to 
concerts and even tbh rs unattended 
by achaperone. It is the respect that woman 
inspires in American men which allows young 
girls to go about with such freedom and queen 
it all through the States. Jonathan might 
give more than one lesson on this supject to 
men ofthe Old World. 

AROUT THE GIRLS. 
**‘American giris are still without rivals in 
Parisian drawing rooms, where they are more 
sought after than those of any other coun- 
try. Men seek her for her gaicty, wit and 
beauty. Mothers look favorably upon her for 
her doliars. The younger women tear her 
into shreds. Nothing is wanting to her suc- 
cess. The American gir! likes men's society 
for several reasons. The first is because she 
is well educated and able to talk 
bim almost all to pieces. She likes 
men’s society becauses it enlarges her circle 
of acquaintances and also because it Increases 
her chances of making a good mateh. No 
matter how much ofa butterfly she may be 
she never loses sight of the future. Sne does 
not say as she sits musing on marriage, 
‘What kind of a man shall 1 suit, 
but what kind of a man shall 
Iehoose.’ Society men have all the less dan- 
gerfor her that her virtue rests on the firm 
basis of calculation. She will not embark in 
romance until she sees the way to profit and 
profits—thereby fortune or title—that is her 
alm. The constant aspiration of these young 
republicans is to be one day a Countess, a 
Marchioness or a Duchess. The number of 
European coats-of-arms which have been 
taken outofpawn or regilt with American 
dollars is enormous. 
THE MATTER OF DRESS. 


‘*The American gentieman’s dress is plain, 
even severe. This simplicity in the dress of 
men serves to heighten the drin 
fant attire of the women. American 
ladies dress very well as s rule, but 
there area great number who cover them 
selves with furbdelows and jewels, and so long 
as each item is costly trouble themselves little 
about the general effect. They lack the sim- 
plicity of style which the Princess of Wales so 
happily inculcated in the English women who 
surround her. American women have plenty 
of style ot tneirown and have certainly also 
a great deal of distinction of grace, but they 
always look dressed for conquest. American 
ball tollettes are ravishing. Ido not know of 
apy gayer, more intoxicating sight than an 
American ball room. The wives of men with 
middle-class incomes imitate the luxury of 
tbe millionaire’s wife. lexpected to find it 
so. Ina Democratic country the frogs all try 
to @well into oxen. They puff themselves out 
until they buret, or rather until their dus 
bands: burst. In France always, and in En- 
gland when he will let her, the wife keeps an 
eye on the husband’s interests. In America 
she often lays hands on ms capital. 
Jonathan's domestics all appear to me to be 
reduced duchesses and nobiemen in livery.’’ 

JOURNALS AND JOURNALISTS. 

O’Rell gives several pages to American 
newspapers and reporters. He says: ‘‘I did 
not know what lively reading was until 
1 saw an American newspaper. American 
journalism is above all sensational 
journalism. If the facts reportea 
are exact so much the better for the paper. 
If not, so much worse for the facts; but the 
papers are always lively reading. The Amer- 
ican journalist must be spicy, lively and 
bright. Crimes, divorces, elopements, mes- 
salliances, gossip of all kinds furnish the 
papers with three-quarters of their con- 
tents. A mysterious affair skilfully handied 
will make the fortune of a paper. 
If there is any love story mixed in the affair, 
if there area few piquant details, you may 
easily imagine the public gets the worth of its 
penny. The American is gallant and when 
the victim is of the feminine gender, I can as- 
sure you, the accused generally getea pretty 
drubbing in the press. American journalism 
carries the spirit of enterprise still further. 
Not content with trying criminals, it hunts 
them out and brings them to justice. Police- 
man, magistrate, publie prosecutor, judzge— 
the journalist is all these. Only afew days 
after I set foot in New York a friend took 
me to visit the offices of the principal 
newspapers of the city. Passing along 
the corridor in the WORLD office I remarked 
a lady writing in one ofthe rooms. My friend 
led the way in and presented meto her. I 
found her to be a pretty brunette about 
20 or 22, delightfully piquante and of most dis- 
tinguished manners. Iwas struck with her 
simple bearing and her intelligent expression, 
and on leaving the room naturally wanted 
to know to whom I had had the pleasure of 
being introduced. I learned then that 
this young American girl did all the literary 
reviewing and gossip for the New York 
WORLD and took up as large a salary as any 
writer on the staff of the Paris Figaro. You 
must visit the offices of the great New York 
papers in the evening if you would get an idea 
of these colossal enterprises.’’

Generally in this 
Jonathan's daughters resemble the women of 
my own country. This inborn talent does not 
only existin good society, but even among 
the lower and middie classes. Put a little 
French seamstress in a drawing-room 
full of weli-bred people and at 
the end of an bour in her 
walk andtalk and behavior, you will not 
know her from alady. Inthe Americans ana 
French there is a suppleness. The English 
keep the marks ofthe mold their childhood 
is formed in, and with difficulty take other 
Impressions. 

CHARACTER OF THE CLUBS. 

„„The principal clubs in the large Amer! 
can cities are princely habitations, full of 
everything that can minister to man’s 
well being. American clubs are as luxurious 
as those of London, but this. is the only re- 
Semblance between them. The clubs in En- 
giish large towns are sad and solemn. Those 
in American cities are bright and gay. The 
doors of American clubs are often open to 
ladies, exe®pt in Boston, lam told, where no 
opportunity for a display of Anglo- mania is 
negiected. 

That which strikes the European most in 
his first walk through New York streets is the 
absence of stupid faces. All are not hand- 
tome, but all are intelligent looking, full of 
life. The net thing that strikes him is the 
well-grown look ot the people. There are few 
or no deformities. He does not see one halt or 
hunchback person out of 10,00, Among oid 
people few have defective sight. Apart from 
the complexion, which is pale, everything 
seems to indicate ah active, strong, healthy 
peopie. The constant crossing of races 
must dally tend to improving the 
Americans physically and intellect- 
ually. Americans do not walk 
much; itis not that they are indolent.@Far 
from it. It is because their legs will not carry 
them fast enough. 

A PECULIAR CHARACTERISTIC. 

„Nothing astonishes an American. That 
which makes his conversation immensely 
piquant is the calm, natural tone in which he 
comes Out with the most astonishing state- 
ments. Americansare never still; never at 
rest, even when they are sitting they must be 
on “the move—witness the rocking-chair 
habit. There is no repose forthem. Their 
life} is perpetual motion—a frantic race. There 
is another annoyance on the railway, a 
veritable bugbear that it is hard bear philo- 
sophically. On board each train is an 
indefatigable general dealer, whose store is 
in the lastcar. The American is certainly on 
the road to the possession of all that can con 
tribute to the well-being and success of the 
nation. But he seems to me to have missed 
the path that leads to real happiness. His 
domestic joys are more shadowy than real. 
To liveina whirl is not to well, America 
suffers from general plethora.’’

THE CHILDREN’S FUND. 


CHARITABLE WORK IN PROGRESS AT ELEV- 
ENTH AND LOCUST STREETS. 


Over 2,100 Children Supplied With Clot 
Out of the Fund Raised by the Post 
Dispatch”—How the Surplus of thi 
Christmas Tree Fund Is Being Expe 
A Call for Clothing and Volunteers. | 


HE Post - DisretcH 
Children’s Fund be- 
gan ite distributions 
on last Monday. 
It is well known 
that the PostT-Dis- 
PATCH Children’s 
Fund is the surplus 
left from the Post- 
Disraron Children's 
Christmas Tree Fund 
which on Christmas 
day provided 15,000 
poor children with 
Christmas joy. Out 
. of this fund, which 
amounted to over $8,000, something over $4,000 
remained. The Citizens’ Oommittee of fifty 
prominent business, men then set to work 
to devise a plan whereby this sur- 
plus money could be used to the 
best interests of the poor children of 
St. Louis. After careful deliberation and 
investigation of the needs of the childien these 
gentiemen decided upon the plan which has 
since been put into successful operation. 

The plan was simply to supply the poor chil- 
dren out of the Post-Disratcnu children’s 
fund with what they most needed in the win- 
ter time—namely, shoes, stockings and warm 
underciothing. 

The Citizens’ Committee appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of Messrs. N. O. Nelson, 
Louis Fusz, Thomas Morrison, Dana W. Bart- 
lett and W. C. Steigers, to look after the Posr- 
DISPATCH children’s fund and make arrange- 
ments for the purchasing of the supplies and 
their distribution. This subcommittee, 
as ltt might be termed, obtained 
for headquarters for the Post- Dis- 
Arcen children’s fund the rooms of the 
Associated Charity Workers on the northwest 
corner of Eleventh and Locust streets, where 
arrangements were immediately made for 
hannling, making up and distributing the im- 
mense quantity of goods to be used. Shelves 
and tables were fitted up all around the big 
room where the distributions were to be 
made, and everything put in readiness Hor 
the reception of the handreds upon hundreds 
of poor chilaren that were to come half-naked 
and barefooted and go away clothed and 
shod. 


THE FIRST DISTRIBUTIONS. 

The work commenced in real earnest on 
Monday and lasted through the week until 
yesterday morning when the work had to be 
stopped temporarily on account of the rooms 
being on that day occupied by sev- 
eral of the charitable societies for 
thelr own work. Every day at.9 o’clock 
the distributions began 1 until 12 
when a recess was takenand w resa 

at 1, and was kept up until 5 o'clock 

in the afternoon. During these bours of dis- 
tribution — heavy underciothing, stout 
— f, kings and heavy shoes were 
given to all children under 14 years of age 
who were entitied tothem. These supplies 
were distributed by a regular and thorough 
system which greatly faciiitated the work and 
rovided for many who would have otherwise 

n left out or made to wait a long time. 

The children with their parents crowded 
around the northern door on Eleventh street 
long before the time for distribution arrived. 
When the time did come Sergt. Garvin, Officer 

and two other atroimen 

to the work, divided the 

into little oups of a certain 
number each and let them, a few at a time, 
into the office. There they were received by 
Mre. Charles Cunliff, the superintendent of 
the Post-DispaTcu Children’s Fund, and her 
assistabt, Mrs. Spencer. Here the poor chil- 
dren or their parents presented the tickets 
which had been given them by the charitable 
associations of the city. rs. Cunliff and 
Mrs. Spencer would carefully question each 
applicant and find out whether or not they 
were entitied to assistance and what they 
most needed. Then these ladies filled out a 
card for each applicant, which was an order 
on the supply department. These cards were 
made up in blank form, calling for —— shoes, 
—— stockings, and so on, Mrs. Cunliff and 
Mrs. Spencer filling in the bianks 
with the number of each arti- 
cle to be given. Then the holders of the 
order cards passed down to the next desk, 


| where the big register book is kept by Miss 


Howard, of whom it can be 6aid here that 
she deserves the most unlimited praise for the 
work she has done. Mies Howard 
took each card as the applicant passed 
down toward the distributing room and regis- 
tered the name, address and number of arti- 
cles on each card and handed the card back to 
its owner, Mr. J. W. McIntyre, who*has been 
tireless in his efforts, received the children 
applying without cards. The name and resi- 
dence of each such applicant was taken by 
Mr. Mcintyre, and by him referred to the 
Committee on Investigation.

THE SUPPLY DEPARTMENT. 

The supply department reached, the appli. 1 
cants presented their cards at the counters 
where the goods called for on the card were 
kept, got their supplies, 22 up their tickets 
at the last counter and went home better 
clothed and happier by far than they came in.

Tne Formation of the Louisville Exchange 
Alarms Growers and They Send a Com- 
mittee to In ears That a 
Trust Is to Be Formed—The Situation as 
Seen at Evansville.

LOUISVILLE, Jonuary 19. 
EVELOPMENTS of 
the fight between the 
4% Tobacco Exchange 
of this city and man- 
utacturers in other 
| cities, led by Liggett 
& Myers of St. Louis 
and Lorillard of New 
‘York, show that, 
‘whatever may bethe 
outcome of the with- 
* @rawal of the out- 
side buyers on Aac- 
countof the refusal 
of their demands,the 
Louisville market ig sure to profit indirectly. 
The tobacco growers have been much 
alarmed over the organization of the Louis- 
ville Exchange, or Association, and have been 
disposed to consider it a combination to con- 
trol the market in the interest of buyers. 80 
strong was this belief that a mass-meeting of 
growers was held at Shelbyville, Ky., last 
Modday and a committee sent down to investi- 
gate. The purpose of the organization, it was 

explained to this committee, was : 

TO PROTECT THE MARKET , 
from the demands of outside buyers. The 
quarrel with outside buyers goes to confirm 
this, and the growers seem satisfied. 

The warehousemen say they have no fears 
of the outside manufacturers quitting Louis- 
ville permanently, as they once before made 
a similar fight which they had to give up. The 
Exchange can hardly prevent the buyers who 
are not members from purchasing tobacco on 
the ‘‘breaks.’’ Under the law the sales of 
tobacco as now conducted are pubiie auctions, 
and no one who desires to bid can be vre- 
vented. 


THE WAREHOUSEMEN 
have discussed the feasibility of selecting 
a man whose business it shall be to watch out 
for bidders who are not members, and in case 


they buy any hogsheads to tear off the tags 
placed thereon by the warehouses and in- 
spectors. Should this be done it would be 
hard to identify the hogsheads, and if they did 
not come up to sample the buyer would lose 
the warehouse’s guarantee. gal advice has 
been sought as to this matter, and the ware- 
housemen have been informed that they have 
a perfect right to do this. It is thought this 
would create trouble, however, and it is doubt 
ful that the plan will be adopted. 

The exchange is now governed by ironciad 
rules. Ifa warehouse cuts rates, the buyers 
are — ee to not attend its sales. he fees, 
however, have not been changed and are still 
lower than those at Cincincati. 


The Other Side of the Question.

EVANSVILLE, Ind., January 19.—The de- 
pressed condition of the tobacco morket

It is contended that the large manu- 
facturing buyers are trying to crush out the re- 
handler, redryer and all middlemen in order 
to leave them a mionopoty of the market, 
while the grower ie friendly tothe scheme, 
as he thinks itsweeps outof the way one of 
the elements to which he bas to pay tribute as 
amiddieman. A large number of prominent 
tobacco men are inthiscity to-day who ap- 
parently belong tothe middle class of deal- 
ers. They assert boldly thatthe demand of 
the large dealers, if acceded to, will result in 
a trust, or at least render 

A DANGEROUS COMBINATION 
easy, and eventually leave the product of the 
country in the hands of a few millionaire 
dealers. 

The warehousemen are unfriendly to the 
scheme because it will necessarily create few- 
er buyers and less handling, besides eventu- 
ally yar phe the market at the absolute dicta- 
tion of the large manufacturing dealers. It is 
certainly a mixed Sept. but it is growing 
warmer every day and how it will culminate 
is hard to predict. 

In the meantime the market continues de- 
pressed and is — with one crop lapping 
the other, which has kept prices forced down 
to almost nothing for all of the lower grades. 
The deplorable state of affairs is beginning to 
be felt in general trade, as tobacco is one of 
the great products of this immediate section, 
which furnishes the largest share of the 
world’s production,

According to reports from Boston John L.

It takes a man who knows nothing at all 
about pugilism to write intelligently about it, 
or, at least that would seem to be the idea of 
the man who wrote an article on the subject 
published in the January number ofthe Man- 
hattan Athletic Club Chronicle. The individual 
in question did not mean to touch on the fistic 
art in a general way, but started in with the 
evident intention of criticising the recent con- 
test between Dempsey and Donovan. But like 
all who know little or nothing of a subject, he 
was soon beyond his depth, and floundered 
about in a helpless way until he finally found 
something to wind upon. Of course, as the 
article in question would fill a column of the 
Post-DisPaTcH, I will not reproduce it. I 
will, however, quote from it, and 1 believe 
that all who know what fighting is will see 
how puerile is the work in question. 

AN OPINION ON DEMPSEY. 

In criticising Dempsey's form he says: 

He bears so much resemblance to the won- 
der we have been led to suppose him as the 
building in which he boxed does to a palace. 
In the first place he is shaped anythieg but 
artistically, holding his left hand too low, his 
right too high; his left shoulder and 2 el- 
bow too far forward, suggesting that his dis- 
position was more to parry blows than to 
strike them. His boxing was not first-class, 
particularly in the use ofhis left, which he 
swung with a stiff elbow, from his thigh to, or 
rather somewherein the direction of, his ad- 
versary’s face or body. 

Shades of Tom Cribb. Wasthereever such 
an idiotic criticism as the above? In the name 
of all that is good on earth, have professors of 
the artof boxing, critics with years of ex- 
perience been c in believing that Demp- 
sey’s left hand is his best and that by reason 
of his attitude his length of reach was in- 
creased to his advantage and disadvantage of 
his opponent? But let that go and follow the 
article in question. 

**Donovan, who has a very fairly — 
delivery, strikes with precision and judg- 
Te — 


ment and is, altogether, a fair 
resentative of 1 good, old-fashioned 
fighter. * * * Although many blows were 


struck during the contest, neither man landed 


one well-timed, clean, positive hit. * * * 


**Donovan’s straight hitting and good judg- 
ment gave him a decided advantage all 
through, and proved, or rather re-proved, 
what was conclusively proved generations 
ago, that the straighter the hitter the better 
the boxer. 

Now, of course we all know whatthe writer 
of the above means. It must be apparent to 
allthat if Donovan ‘‘strikes with precision 
and judgment,’’ but did not land one well- 
timed, clean, positive hit, his ‘‘straight hit- 
ting and good judgment gave him a decided 
advantage.’’ The above also proves what 

= A COMICAL css 

the writer must be. I imagine that he did not 
mean to prove anything as to the respective 
merits of the style of attack and defense of 
Dempsey and Donovan, but that he merely 
desired to gain renown as a humorist. Surely 
he has succeeded and it is a great pity that his 
name is not known. 

Another paragraph of the article which will 
be read with interest is the following: 

Moe had noticed an improvement in Demp- 


sey’s hitting when he boxed with 
Joe Coburn a few months ago, 
but it seems that his form left him 


when engaged in an actual contest with a 
better boxer than himself. 

And still another: We would also suggest 
that it would be more to the benefit of the 
public if those who write up boxing forthe 
press were men who had seen such first-class 

ugilists as we mentioned in our April num- 

er. Then their readers would not be misied 
into erroneous impressions, through favorit- 
ism or want ot knowledge. 

It will, ot course, be a surprise to some 
people to learn that Dempsey out- 
pointed Coburn, but was no 
match for Donovan, although it is 
known that with Joe and Mike at their best the 
latter was not in the same class as the former. 
I will also please the able critics of pugilism 
to learn that this know-nothing of the game, 
because they did not, presumably, witness 
the work of the men, mentioned in a previous 
issue of the Comical. I suppose, like myself, 
they are ignorant of toe identity of the men 
previously mentioned by the writer quoted. 

SOME OF THE OLD ’UNS. 

But I am confident, like myself, they believe 
he alluded to Nat Langham, Tom Sayers, John

Nosir. This maudlin, mawkish style of 
parlor theatricals is worthy of the real estate 
speculator and. the bloodless windy wars be- 
tween men who battle for post- omoes. 

Let the gentle finger of time undo the physi- 
cal devastation wrought in the South. t 
succeeding generations seek through natural 
methods to reunite the business and the traffic 
that were interrupted by the war. Let the South 
guarantee the Northern investor eur 
to himself and bis investment and he will not 
ask for the love which we read of in speeches, 
but do not expect and do not find in the South. 
Two warring parents, on the verge of di- 
vorce, have been saved the disgrace of sepa- 
ration and agreed to maintain their house- 
hold for the sake oftheir children. Their 
love has been questioned by the world and 


for them to in publicand make a cheap 
Romeo and Juliet tableau of themselves? 
Let time and merciful silence obliterate the 
scars of war, and succeeding generations, 
fostered by the smiles of national prosperity, 
soften the bitterness of the past and mellow 
the memory of a mighty struggie in which 
host called upon almighty 
God to sustain the cause which it honestly be- 
lieved to be just. 
Let us be contented during this generation 
with the assurance that geographically the 
Union has been preserved and that each con- 
tending warrior has once more taken up the 
2 strugale for bettering and beautify- 
the home he fought for. 
us leave the hollow mockery, the gush 
and rhetorical rot of reunited hearts to the 
fickle politician and the ague-stricken specu- 
lator who sells us an orange’ plantation in the 
Everglades of Florida or a town lot covered 
with mortgages and fringed with alligators.

January 19.—There ig 

in the heart of Missourt 

scenery as weirdly and 

wiidly beautiful as the 

crags and peaks, the 

lakes and rivers of 

‘‘auld Scotland’’ that 

have been immortal- 

ized by that country’s 

prince of poets, Walter 

Scott. The river that 

divides this State in 

half and bears its name 

is dear to the hearts of 

the dwellers along its 

banks. And truly itis 

Aa goodly sight to see 

as it flows proudly 

» past cities, gently 

leaves the banks of verdant fields and anon 
lars at the base of great biuffg that lift high 
heavenward ‘their craggy fronts. These 
bluffs were, in aboriginal days, a favor- 


ite haunt ofthe red man’ From their heights 
he could stealthily watch for the bison or the 
antlered deer as they came to the river’s 
brink to drink their fill; or with crafty cun- 
ning plan diabolical plots of vengeance as he 
saw the smoke curl upward from the habita- 
tion of some unwary pale-face who had 
pushed westward his course. Upon a series 
of these bluffs extending from Glasgow to 
Boonville there are innumerable evidences 
that the Indians once moved and had their 
being in this stretch of country with as much 
freedom as the civilized generations of the 


da > 

Saline City, eight miles south of Glasgow, is 
a little straggling villa ge of about 100 inhab- 
itants, situated on a hill that slopes gradually 
tothe tops of rocky bluffs which descend 
perpendicularly into the water. The crown 
of the hill seems not to be the work of nature, 
but the fashioning of human hands. I re- 
member when but a boy, when trudging along 
behind my father on his way to the village 
store, that in passing over this mound he

A BONE, 

which upon examination he pronounces to be 
one from some human hand. I was sent back 
home for a spade, and digging down into the 
earth we soon felt that, truly, things are not 
what they seem. The seemingly natural ele- 
vation of carth was in reality an Indian bury- 
ing ground. Soon a crowd began to gather, 
each person with an implement for digging. 
Nothing, however, was found but the bones 
of hundreds of dead warriors and number- 
less pipes of peace. But one skeleton 
was found whose state of preservation admit- 
ted of its removal. The skull of this my 
father kept in his office for many years. Once, 
rummaging through some shelves with. a 
strong- minded school-fellow, we came across 
this skull, and upon my telling its story he 
eagerly seized it and, in imitation of Lord By- 
ron, filled it with water and drank a health to 
the dead glorious warrior of a giorious 
race. There was discovered later about 
a mile above Saline City, a sareophag on- 
taining only one body. It was probably some 
chieftain who, on account of his rank or for 
some brilliant achievement, was buried in 
solitary state. | 

There lives yet in the town a White-halred 
old man, of some 90 winters, who finds his 
greatest enjoyment in regaling the younger 
generations with thrilling adventures and 
bair breadth escapes that ‘‘make each partic- 
ular hair stand on end, like the guills upon. 
the back of the fretful poroupine. This old 
man, Elijah McLain, and the famous 

KIT CARSON, 

were fast comrades in primitive days, until a 
spirit of still wilder adventure came over Kis 
and he left for the interior of the West where 
he earned such a reputation that he has be- 
come the hero of an endless series of dime nov- 
els. The father of Elijah may be rightly called 
one of the father’s of Missouri’s civilization. 
He was the original founder of Fort McLain, 
the present site of the town of Arrow Rock, 
which is one of the first settlements in the 
State, having been founded earlyin the cen- 
tury. Fort McLain, onthe west side of the 
river and Cooper’s Fort, airectly opposite on 
the east side, in Howard County, were 
the chief trading postsin the western coun- 
try. To these two forts came all the braves 
for many leagues around and exchangea furs, 
skins and beads for ammunition, tobacco an 
‘*fire water. Within the foundation of the 
fort, which is still intact, there may be found 
scattered over the surface and several feet 
into the earth thousands of bullets and bullet 
molds. The settlers doubtless drove a thrifty 
trade with the red men, who were all so anx- 
ious to obtain a gun and plenty of bullets that 
the noise of fire arms was oftener heard in the 
forest than the twang ofthe bow and arrow.

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The astronomical clock at Hampton Court 
Palace is the most curious time-piece in En- 
gland. An old inscription proves it to have 
been made for Henry VIII. in the year 1540. 
Tne designer is not known, but supposed to 
be the famous astronomer, Nicholas Cratzer. 
The clock was only found about three years 
ago in ashed, where it had been for haifa 
century, and wes restored by the Secretary 
of the Board of Works. One of the 


stories about it is that if a resident 
dies it stops. The dial consists of three 
copper dises of different sizes, with a common 
center, but turning at ae rates. The cen- 
ter disc, the smallest, is3 feet 8% inches in 
diameter. In its centeris a projecting globe, 
painted to represent the earth. The er 
part of this disc is divided into four parts and 
its outer edge divided into twenty-four spaces. 
These represent respectively the quarters of 
the moon and the hours that it crosses the 
meridian, andthey are indicated bya smali 
red arrow, painted on the second disc, which 
always points to the quarter in which the moon 
may happen to be.

How the Family of the Famous Harper's 
Ferry Hero Are Scattered.

The recent death and burial of Owen Brown, 
the third son of Old John Brown,’’ whose 
soul has been ‘‘marching on for so y 
years, recalis the associations of the Harper’s 
Ferry raid, October, 1869. With Owen, who 
lived several years and died near Pasadena, 
Los Angeles Co., Oal., has gone the last 
actual participant in the famous atteck on 


chattel slavery in Virginia. There were oty-

The English Troops and Their Cumbersome 
Accouterments—A Review of 50,000 Rus- 
sian Infantry—The Spanish Soldier and 
His Rapidity of Movement—France’s 
Fine Army. ö

. IX-LA-CHAPELLE , Jan-

some of the things I 
have seen relating to 
army matters during my 
travels abroad. It should 

> be borne in mind that 

~ what I have here jotted 
down are merely my 
personal and random 
_ obseryations made from 
time to time as occasion 
offers. 

After my retirement 
from active service in 
the American army on 

0 account of my wound, 
N I obtained permission 

\ from the Government in 
1878 to come abroad asa matter of health as 
woll as for pleasure. The war between the 
States had stimulated curiosity in military 
circles as to how our forces, both volunteer 
and regular, compared with the armies of 
Europe. That they were wholly different from

> 
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us in many respects was to be antieipated, but 
this, toa military man, would only enbance 
the interest. Since my first trip, in 1873, I have 
revisited Europe five times. On each occasion 
I bave endeavored to take advantage of every 
opportunity to observe the military condition 
and resources of the respective countries in 
which I have traveled. The first bodies of 
European troops that I saw were in England. 
The letters of introduction which I carried, 
and in particular one from Mr. Drummond, 
First Secretary of the British Legation 
at Washington, to Lieut.-Col. Stephens, an 
aide-de-camp to the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, Field Marshal Commander-in-Chief, 
brought me in direct relation with the highest 
military authorities in England, and proved 
an open sesame to ali that I wanted to see or 
know. Iwas at once invited from the Horse 
Guantis to witness a review of the Scots Fusil- 
dor Guards in Hyde Park by the Duke of Cam- 
bridge. 
. ENGLISH TROOPS. 

The troops went through the ordinary evolu- 
tions and afterwards were deployed as skir- 
mishers, and I had an opportunity of observ- 
ing very thoroughly their capabilities. As we 
rode away the Duke asked me how I was 
impressed with their appearance. In 
anewering hie question I reminded him 
ot the tamous remark of the 
First Napoleon concerning the English 
infantry: ‘‘That it wasthe bestin Europe, 
and that he was glad there was no more of 


it.“ Then I frankly proceded to give the 
Duke my candid impressions. I said that, 
while the appearance of the Scots Guards was 
impressive and in every way military, yet it 
seemed to me, after my experience with the 
alert and keen-eyed American soldier, that 
they were much too slow in their movements, 
and lacking in vim and dasb. The acouter- 
ments were far too cumbersome and heavy, 
and the transportation necessary to mobilize 
such a force would prove not only a 
source of embarrassment, but of actual 
danger, in time of active service. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief freely admitted that my 
criticism was just. It bas often occurred to 
me since what overwhelming disadvafitage 
such a force, so equipped, would labor under 
in the cage of a campaign among the Virginia 
pines against troops like those of the Army of 
the Potomac or the Army of Northern Vir- 
la. 

3 conclusions in regard to English troops, 
however, it should be borne in mind, were 
reached years ago.

I was most favorably im- 
with what | saw of the Russian troops, 
and I certainly had an excellent opportunity 
for making up an informed judgment, For 
their country and the requirements of their 
service they seemed to me to leave but littie 
to be desired. 

In its equipment and efficiency the artillery 
branch of the service was perhaps a little dis- 
appointing, altho greater in proportion 
than that of any I have seen. There is 
a 3 deal yet to be done in 
Russia to fit her for the  require- 
ments of modern warfare, but she stands 
to-day an armed colossus among the nations 
of the earth. The devotion of her people, 
coupled to her marvelous natural advantages, 
render her in my opinion, invincible within 
her own borders. After the Anglo-Saxon race 
shall have fulfilled its mission, the Slav will 
come to carry out 11 — in ways as yet 
undreamed of, the d nies of humanity. The 
legendary Russian friendship for Amorica and 
Americans was evidenced to me while there in 
muny ways. It is nota myth, but a vital, iiv- 


ing fact. 

Some ears ago I was in Madrid on a diplo- 
matic mission connected with the ‘‘Virginius’’ 
affair, and I profited by my presence there to 
inspect such of the nish troops as it was 
ay rae for me to. ithout an opportunity 

O examine minutely into their condition as 
an 2 force, my observations were still 
sufficiently close to disclose two very strik- 
ing points. The constituent parts of the ra- 
tions of the Spanish soldiers are less than 
those of any other army, while in the celerity 
of their movements, and especially 
on the march, they surpassed any 
troops Ihad seen. The cavalry carry them- 
selves as though born and bred in the saddle. 
The infantry are distinctly inferior to the 
cavalry.
